Rep. Lyle (D-Tex) says he knows 1 
exactly what he wants to accom- 
plish during his next two years in 
congress. 
Outlining a "platforni I 
didn't 
get time to draft until after I was 
elected," the World War Two vet- 
eran told a reporter: 


"Obviously, my 
first 
objective 
and that of all Americans Is to do 
everything 
possible to 
promote 
peace and a stable economy at 
home. 
"Specifically, though, there are 
a number of things I have In mind 
which I hope to achieve not only 
for my district but for all of South 
Texas." 


These include flood control and 
water conservation projects, pub- 
lic buildings construction, expan- 
sion of rural electric lines and tel- 
tphones and addition of another 
federal court In Texas. 
"I hope to get plans completed 


and money appropriated for con- 
struction of a series of dams up 
the Nueces river," he said. 
"We need dams to catch the run- 


off ot the Nueces watershed and 
thus secure an adequate water sup- 
ply for that part of South Texas. 
"I Intend to work vigorously for 


the realization ^of sufficient federal 
hospitals, botlT'for general medl- 


cal and surgery and T. B. purposes, 
for South Texas. They could be 
located either in my district 
or 
to the south 
In the Rio Grande 
Valley." 
He said "such facilities are long 
past due" and that he would co- 
operate with Representative-Elect 
Lloyd Bentsen of McAllcn on this. 


"Next," he continued, "I 
am 


hopeful to have a new Federal 
court created for the southern por- 
tion of Texas. The judge of this 
court would 
establish 
residence 
there and be available at all times 
for Brownsville, Corpus Chrlstl and 
Laredo areas." 
In public building construction, 


he said he wants adequate post 
office facilities throughout his dis- 
trict and a new federal building In 
Corpus Chrlntl "large and modern 
enough to house all the govern- 
ment agencies which are now there 
and are paying enormous rents." 
"I hope to see realized the com-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18. 


The Irish potato will lose some of 
its glamor for growers next year. 
The potato won't be supported in 


the manner to which It has become 
accustomed. Not by one-third, in 
fact. 
Instead of the 90 per cent of 
parity guarantee of recent years, 
growers in 194U will be assured by 
the government of getting only 60 
per cent of the theoretical "fair to 
everyone*' price. 
And to be certain of even that 


tnuch, the growers must not plant 
more potatoes than they aro told. 
Potatoes Cost $100,000,000 


Supporting potato prices has cost 
the government so far this year 
•bout $100,000,000, compared with 
the previous high of nearly $91,000,- 
000 In 1946. Last year's bill was $39,- 
600,000. 


The trouble has been two-fold. 
Farmers planted more and more 
potatoes and Americans ate fewer 
and fewer. So the government had 
to buy the surplus under Its support 
program. 
Secretary of Agriculture Brannon 


announced tha new 60 percent sup- 
port level for 1949 crop potatoes 
last night 
Bran nan also set a goal of 1,938,- 


300 acres of potatoes for next year. 
This Is about 200,000 acres below 
this year's planting. 


Lonff Range Program 


A law, passed by the 80th con- 
gress, set up a long-range program 
under which the 90 per cent sup- 
ports guaranteed by wartime legis- 
lation can be lowered. The reduc- 
tion can begin next year for several 
crops but not until 1950 for the BO- 
called basic crops of wheat, corn, 
rice, peanuts and cotton.

The University's engineering and 
industrial experiment station made 
tests with Insectlcldal paints, lac- 
qtfers and varnishes over a

year period. 


"It was observed that the coat- 
ing turfaces did not become less 
toxic but rather, became more tox- 
ic with age," S. S. Block of the 
experiment station reported. 
He 
said the insecticide appeared to 
force itself gradually to the sur- 
face of the paint to form tiny crys- 
tals. The crystals were produced 
because the paint was so full of 
the poison that it threw some of it 
off from time to time. 
Because of this characteristic, 


poison which was lost through wip- 
ing or washing the painted surface 
was replaced shortly after being 
removed. One test, made with as- 
phalt varnish mixed with DDT, 
showed the poison crystals appear- 
ing at a white dust on the surface 
of the painted article.
